Hold a quart thermos bottle in one 
hand and fill it with water. Add one 
drop, two will do no damage, of tinc- 
ture of iodine, the ordinary 7 ver. cent 
kind sold at. the corner drug store. 
Shake the water up a bit. In twenty 
or thirty minutes all the harmful bac- 
teria will be killed. ‘The amount of 
jodine added is too slight even to 
taste.

Miss Pareto ‘Stops Show’ 
with Bell Song.

Another joyous event took place at 
Ravinia last night. It went under 
the name of “ Lakme.” 

When “ZIakme” is given with any- 
thing like the right manner, it gen- 
erally results in being a cheery occa- 
sion for at least one observer. The 
score has a whole collection of my fa- 
vorite. tunes in it, enough to fit out 
several light operas of modern times, 
with enough left over for a group ofr 
so of songs. And, as several of these 
tunes. fell to Tito Schipa, who sang 
them like a young tenor angel, the 
performance took on an extra bit of 
joy. The one thing that. modern music 
neeGs to make it popular is for a com- 
poser to set down what occurs to him 
for the pure fun of it, as Delibes did 
in this piece.
